NAVAJO TRIBAL COUNCIL BUSINESS 
(Continued) 

Attorney’s Reports: 

Mr. Norman Littell, Tribal Attorney, made a report 
on Navajo claims work. He pointed out the difficulties. 
He also told about the large amount of time and effort 
required to build up the Navajo case. 

The Attorney also explained a resolution dealing with 
trading post. It provided for: (1) 25 year lease; (2) 
rental rate of 1 1-2 percent of gross receipts from all 
wholesale or retail trading with minmum of $300 per 
year: (3) auditing of traders books by Tribal repre¬ 
sentative; 40 use by local Navajos of water developed 
in connection with trading properties; (5) disposition oT 
trading properties at end of lease period; and (6) no 
lessee to own or control more than three trading posts on 
reservation. This resolution was adopted. 

Letter from Commissioner on McKenzie and Crawford 
Ranches: 

A fetter frotn the Cbmmissibher of Indian Affairs was 


read. This letter requested reasons for paying more than 
the appraised value of the McKenzie and Crawford 
ranches. It also requested that the Tribe give its plan of 
operation; manner of use, how it will decide who will 
use such land etc. In connection with this purchase Mr. 
Harper suggested that questions on appraisal be re¬ 
ferred back to Mr. Smith. Mr. Smith is the appraiser 
hired by the Tribe. Mr. Harper also suggested that those 
questions raised by Commissioner's letter be answered. 
He pointed out that the Commissioner had not dis¬ 
approve of the purchase. He had referred the matter 
back for more information. 

Policy of the Navajo Tribe on Getting more Land: 

The Advisory Committee and others worked out de¬ 
tails for purchase of more lands. This provides for: 

(1) consolidation of Indian holdings in checkerboard 
areas; (2) obtaining grazing lands for members of the 
Tribe who have no permits at present; (3) additional 
or substitute land for overcrowded reservation areas; 
(4) relief of reservation land resources from excessive 
use; and (5) provision of land necessary for approved 
tribal enterprises. It also provided that first choice in 
land purchase should be close to the reservation. In ad¬ 
dition the Tribe should take full responsibility for pay¬ 
ment of all lawful taxes on purchased lands. (That is 
unless the United States should make other arrange¬ 
ments.) 

The Tribe said it intends to spend up to $2,000,000 
in Tribal funds for land purchases. These purchase are 
to be between fiscal yqars of 1954 and 1959. 

Certain information was requested of the Advisory 
Committee before the Council may approve any land 
purchase program. This information is as follows; (1) 
impartial appraisal of land by expert hired by Tribe; 

(2) cost of taxes over a period before purchase date; 

(3) report on acreage and fees on lands which are held 
under permit by owner. (This is from either federal or 
state sources); (4) an outline how property is to be 
operated and by whom; and (5) an estimate by Business 
Manager of income and expenses expected from pro¬ 
perty. (This estimate should show how land could pay 
itself out in not over 50 years.) 

The Advisory Committee is also responsible to work up 
a set of rules. These rules must decide how applications 
will be taken for purchase land. 

The Advisory Committee must also establish grazing 
committees. The committees will serve on major pur¬ 
chased land areas. The Tribal Resources Committee 
must decide on the livestock carrying capacity of the 
land. Resources Committee must ask the help and ad¬ 
vice of the Area Director and his staff in deciding this 
carrying capacities. 

A sufficient acreage must be assigned to support a 
family. This purchased land may be leased to individuals, 
corporations or enterprises. Such a lease may be for a 
5 year period with renewable option. 

The Tribe must pledge itself to proper maintenance 
of purchased land. It must also observe those practices 
which give best use of land involved. In addition the 
Tribe must bear cost of improvements and management. 

With respect to minor tracts these may be sold or 
leased to Tribal members. The members should occupy 
already adjacent lands. These purchases will be in

the checkerboard area. It will be the duty of the Advisory 
board to set up rules for this type of purchased land. 

EXTENTION TO DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 

Mr. Littell presented a resolution to transfer Bureau 
Agricultural Extension to Department of Agriculture. 
It was the feeling of several leaders that more help was 
possible by this transfer. By this method money appro¬ 
priated by Congress for extension would go to the states. 
This money would then be used to supplement state 
money for the reservation program. It was also stated 
that such transfer would make more expert advise avail¬ 
able. This advise would come from state agriculture 
colleges, etc. After much discussion at this time this 
resolution was tabled. However later this resolution was 
reconsidered and passed by a vote of 63 to 1. 

Radio Time on KGAK Gallup. 

Mr. Merle Tucker presented a plan for giving the 
Tribe time on KGAK. Mr. Tucker is President of the 
Thunderbird Broadcasting Company. He proposed; (1) 
to give the Tribe 1 1-2 hours Monday through Saturday 
for Navajo language broadcast; (2) to request that 
Federal Communication Commission allow him to in¬ 
crease power of station from 250 to 1000 watts; (3) 
to make a 5 year contract with Tribe for $11, 488 per 
year for this service. It was stated that no contract would 
be made until permission to increase power of station was 
received. It was proposed that the broadcasts would 
originate in Window Rock and be sent over wire to 
KGAK. It was also stated that with the increase power 
most of reservation could be covered. The importance 
of the radio in education was pointed out. Much debate 
resulted. The plan was rejected 32 to 27. 

Nova jo Tribal Custom Marriages 

Mr. Webb from Social Security Adminstration read 
a resolution on Navajo Tribal Custom Marriages. Mr. 
Webb pointed out that certain Navajos were receiving 
money against state law. He said state laws require 
that a beneficiary be the legal widow or dependent child 
of a waqe earner. In some cases Navajo marriages have 
not been recorded. In addition they do not have a mar¬ 
riage license. They therefore were not eligible for these 
benefits. 

Mr. Webb requested Tribal council to support the 
resolution so he could continue payments. The resolution 
was passed 69 to 0. 

Report on Tuberculosis 

Dr. Kurt Deuschle is physician in charge of Fort 
Defiance Sanatorium. He told council about tuber¬ 
culosis treatment this past year. 

Dr. Deuschle spoke favorably of the cooperation the 
medical Branch had received from Navajo patients. He 
stated that few patients had left sanatoria without the 
doctors permission. He praised various members of 
council for this cooperation as he felt they had helped 
educate patients. He was especially complimentary to 
Mrs. Anna Wauneka for her work on this problem. 
Mrs. Wauneka has visited the off-reservation sana¬ 
toria and help instruct patients on treatment of tuber¬ 
culosis. 

Dr. Walsh McDermott of New York Hospital addres¬ 
sed Council. He reviewed the cooperative work between 
the Tribe and Cornell University during last two years. 
The Tribe donated $10,000 for study and develop¬ 
ment of new drugs in treatment of Tuberculosis. He 
told Tribe how difficult this work was. He pointed out

RESTORING RANGE AT STEAMBOAT, ARIZONA” 

Stockmen interested in range improvement should visit 
Steamboat Demonstration Area. This area was denuded 
18 years ago. Today it has regrown a great deal of 
vegetation (see pictures.) 

This area was chosen for experiment in 1933 by the 
Soil Moisture Conservation Branch The plot contains 
24,966 acres. It was carrying 2468 sheep units. It was 
one of the most denuded areas on the reservation. The 
damage had resulted from too many livestock. 

In 1953 this area was fenced. Then the proper live¬ 
stock carrying capacity of the range was allowed. This 
was 936 sheep units. In addition two large diversion 
dams were constructed in the main arroyo. Drops were 
also constructed on the tributaries of the main 
arroyo. The trapped water was used for irrigation. 

By 1941 the range had recovered so that 1369 sheep 
units were allowed. By 1949 the carrying capacity was 
2060 units. In addition the lamb crop had increased over 
this period from 59 percent of 95 percent. Also the 
average wool clip had increased from 4 pounds to 8.9 
pounds per animal. In addition today water running off 
this area is almost clear and runs for days after rains. 

This is proof of the value of good range manage¬ 
ment.

are three diseases which are very serious on reservation. 
These are tuberculosis, diarrhea and mastoid. 

Deafness caused by mastoid is highest in Nation. In 
addition Navajos have more diphtheria than the eight 
millioh pfeopte fn New York City.

Last year about 10,000 Navajo and Pueblo Indians 
worked on the railroad. At present it look as though 
only 7,000 will have work this summer. 

It is thought that there will be 2,000 jobs in Agri¬ 
culture this summer. The jobs will begin about May 10. 

Figures show that about 75 Navajos are employed on 
construction. About 100 will probably be employed in 
this field later this summer. Most of these are employed 
in school construction. 

More reservation people than average have been ap¬ 
plying for relocation. This relocation is off the reser- 
vatipn.

DISEASES OF THE EYE 

(Adapted from news release by Dr. Richard Button:) 

When one sees rings around a light he may have a 
serious eye disease. This disease is called glaucoma. It 
will cause blindness. Sometimes these rings may be color¬ 
ed. Also this person may not be able to see clearly. In 
addition he may have mild headaches. He may also ache 
behind the eyes. This disease can be cured or controlled if 
treated early. However, if this disease is not treated 
early the eye sight is lost. It it is lost one can never see 
again. 

Nine out of every ten Navajos who have the disease 
come for help too late.
